Cavalry. He said that the disturbances 
complained of Dy Mr. Garner had been 
exaggerated, and that the people of San 
Antonio had no grievances to bring to the 
President about the colored soldiers. He 
declared that they wanted to stay where 
they were, and asked the President to 
cancel the orders that had been issued 
moving the Ninth to the boundary. There-

SAN ANTONIO, ‘Texas. April 6.—The 
Ninth Cavalry was almost ready to start 
for brcwnsville and other places on the 
border to-dav when an order was received 
by Col. Guilfoyle, the commander of the 
regiment, teiling him that the original 
order for the transfer of the regiment 
had been suspended and that the Ninth 
wil! remain in San Antonio for the pres- 
ent. 

“Congressman @arner when he went 
out of his own district to try and handle 
the affsirs of another,” said an officer 
of the regiment, ‘‘ evidently did not think 
that his was to be the district that was 
to get the negro troovers. Had he in-

The order tor the suspension of the or- 
der senoing ihe Ninth to the Eastern 
Texas burder came late this afternoon 
and was inimediately transmitted to Col. 

The order for 
the suspension is said to have stated that 
tue reason for the suspension was the 
greater familiarity with conditions on the 
border possessed by the Third Cavalry, 
the regiment that was to have been re- 
lieved and which will now continue on 
duty between Eagle Pass and the Gulf.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Two young 
women to-day flew over Potomac Park 
in an aeroplane with Antony Jannus. The 
flight covered some two miles. ‘This is the 
first time in the history of aeronautics 
that two women have been carried as pas- 
sengers at the time in an

Williams were the two young women who 
made the flight, and it was the first time 
either of them had made a trip in the air. 
Miss Merriam and Miss Williams arrived 
at the aviation field Park 
soon after 4 o'clock but 
to wait while 
preparations for the com- 
pieted.

it Was not thought that they would zo up 
at the same time. Much Surprise was ex- 
pressed when it was announced that thev 
would be taken up together. With Miss 
Williams seatéd on his right and Miss 
Merriam on his left, Aviator Jannus took 
a final look over the aero before announc- 
ing that all was ready. Witha wWhirr from 
the motor, which increased to a roar as 
the operator applied more power, the 
flight was begun. “The weight of the two 
passengers did not affect the buoyancy 
of the machine, and the young women 
appeared not the least frightened. 

The aeroplane flew some thirty feet 
above the ground until {t reached the far 
end of the field. There the turn was ef- 
fected without difficulty, and the 
flew back at gradually increasin speed 
and height. Just before the flight ended 
one of the young women moved slichtly 
and this marred the landing somewhat. 
The aeroplane hit the ground at a sharp- 
er angle than was desired, the shock 
breaking several cross pieces and putting 
it out of commission. Both the young 
women expressed great enthusiasm over 
the flight, which occupied 1 minute ana 
29 seconds. Rex Smith, the inventor of 
the aeroplane which accomplished the 
feat, was elated at the achievement. He 
Said that flights with four and five pas- 
sengers, in addition to the operator, would 
be attempted, 

When asked to-night as to her sensa- 
ay on the trip, Miss Laura Merriam 
Said: 

*T was not a bit 


craft 


frightened when I 
made the flight. I enjoyed it very much, 
and think that flying is great sport. ! 
shall flv again, if I possibly can. I am 
delighted with ‘it, and want to do some 
real flying way up in the air, with the 
birds. Although [ am not a member of 
the Aeronautical Club, which has been 
formed among the young women of Wash- 
ington, I shall join soon.’’ 

Miss Williams was equally enthusiastte 
over the flight. ‘It was perfectly won- 
derful!’’ she exclaimed. ‘“ We went up 
very high, and, as IT was not scared, | 
enjoyed {t very much. Flying is just the 
finest sport that I know of. I am going 
to take to it seriously, and will do every- 
thing in my power to interest other wo- 
men in the sport. While I have no im- 
mediate plans for the purchase of an 
aeroplane, I feel sure that I shal! get one 
when thev have been perfected." 

Miss Williams is a member of the 
Young Women's Aero Club of Washine- 
ton. Although Mrs. Nicholas Longwort} 
had been invited to-fly and had exnressed 
a desire to do so, she did not make a 
flight to-day. 

On account of the breaking of the tail 
of the aero, the tests which the United 
States Signal Corps was to have con- 
ducted to-morrow morning may have to 
be indefinitely postponed, as the biplane 
is to he shipped to Selma, Ala... where 
an exhibition tour of the East will start.

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LIPPINCOTT SUICIDE 
IN PHILADELPHIA 


Publisher Found Dead by His 


Valet with a Bullet Wound 
in His Head. 








REASON FOR ACT UNKNOWN 





Had No Worries, His Family Declares 
—Thought to Have Gone Sud- 
denly Insane.

PHILADELPHIA, April 6.—Craige Lip- 
pincott, son o: the late Joshua B. Lip- 
pincott, and. President of J. B. Lippincott 
& Co., publishers, one of the city’s best 
known citizens, committed suicide early 
this morning by shooting himself in the 
right temple at his home, 218 West Rit- 
tenhouse Square. Members of the family 
were of the opinion that death was acci- 
dental, as no possible motive was known 
that would lead the publisher te inten- 
tionally take his life. Later in the day 
the following statement was issued at 
Mr. Lippincott’s office, 227 East Wash- 
ington Square: 

During a period of temporary aberration, 

Craige Lippincott, President of the J. B. 

Lippincott & Co., shot and killed himself at 

his residence, 21S West Rittenhouse Square, 

early this inorning. The business of the 

publishing house will not be affected by Mr. 

Lippincott’s death. 

Shortly 
who 


after 8 o’clock Oscar Stewart, 
served Mr. Lippincott as valet 
for the past twenty years, went to his 
master’s room as was the usual custom, 
but received no response to his knock. 
He opened the door, and was horrified to 
Mr. Lippincott lying at the foot of 
the bed with a revolver a few inches from 
his extended hand. An ugly wound, sur- 
rounded with powder marks, was plainly 
visible on the right temple. The_ body 
was dressed in pajamas. Rushing to the 
room of Mr. Lippincott’s son, Jay B. Lip- 
pincott, the valet excitedly told him his 
father had met with an accident. When 
the young man entered the room he made 
a hasty examination and summoned Dr. 
J. C. Wilson, the family physician, of 
1508 Walnut Street. Dr. Wilson arrived 
at 8:30 and pronounced Mr. Lippincott 
dead. The body was perceptibly warm at 
the time of the examination, but death 
probably occurred two hours before the 
valet went to the room. 
Son Calls It Accident. 

The following is Jay B. Lippincott’s 
deposition, made to the Deputy Coroner 
only a few hours after the body had been 
discovered:

This morning, Thursday, at 8:10 o’clock, 
my father was found dead in his room by 
his valet, Oscar Stewart. My- father was 
very nervous at times. My father never inti- 
mated or showed any disposition to tg@ke his 
own life. Before retiring last evening he 
was in<his usual good spirits and health. 

My father alWays kept @& loaded revolver 
in tis room because we have no watchman, 
and the léast bit of noise he heard he would 
get the revolver and investigate, In my 
opinion he heard some noise and got the 
revolver and in sOme way it was dis- 
charged. 

My father had everything in life possibte 
to make him happy. and I can’t see why 
he should take his own life. That is why I 
say it must have been an accident. 


Mrs. Lippincott was prostrated with 
grief when she learned of the tragedy, and 
was under the care of Dr. Wilson through- 
out the day, finding only consolation in 
the tender ministrations of her daughter, 
Miss Constance, and her son, who were 
constantly in attendance. All day long 
hundreds of telephone calls and letters 
were received and calls made at the 
house, but the family denied themselves 
to all. visitors. 

In the afternoon Walter Lippincott, the 
dead man's brother, and his son ap- 
peared before Coroner Ford with their 
witnesses. The valet testified he had 
entered the room and found his master 
dead, and. that he had instantly sum- 
moned Jay Lipvincott. He further said that 
the revolver which had caused Mr. Lippin- 
cott’s death belonged to him, and that he 
had purchased it about tnree years ago. 
The number of the pistol was 154,288, and 
the testimony was afterward corrobo- 
rated by ascertaining from the local 
agents of the gun manufacturers that the 
revolver bearing that number had been 
sold at that time. Witness said he did 
not know how Mr. Lippincott had secured 
possession of the revolver. 


Had Pianned Trip Abroad. 


Last night Mr. Lippincott returned from 
his office in go 2d spirits. The family. 
including Samuel K. Reeves, his son-in- 
law, and his brother, J. Bertram Lippin- 
cott, were at the house for Winner. Dur- 
ing the meal he was particularly jovial, 
joking with his son-in-law and outlining 


his contemplated European trip. He said 
it was his intention to take Mrs. 

cott to Europes, sailing on May and 
that they Would proceed to Carlsbad. He 
his plans for the Summer, 


then told of 
saying he intended going to his camp 
in the Adirondacks and that he ocon- 
templated taking an automobile with him. 

After the dinner Mr, and Mrs. Lippin- 
Cott, their daughter, son, and J. Bertram 
Lippincott went to the opera to witness 
the closing performance of the year. Mr. 
Lippincott was one of the boxholders at 
the Metropolitan Opera House, and had 
taken an active interest in the season's 
productions. 

Immediately upon his return from the 
opera he and his son sat in the library 
and read. Jay Lippincott said to-day that 
his father did not appear to be disturbed, 
although recently he had been slightly 
nervous. He said they retired at 1:30 
A. M.. his father cheerfully saying ‘“* good 
night’? before entering his apartments. 
That was the last time he was seen alive. 

“No. I cannot understand it,’’ said Jay 
Lippincott. ‘‘ There was no reason possible 
for my father to take his life, and We are 
co_vineed it must have been accidental. 
His business was in excellent condition, 
and his talk of the future was convine- 
ing that he was in good health. Occa- 
sionally he appeared to be slightly ner- 
vous, but he enjoyed exceptionally 
sood health. He frequently had a re- 
volver in his room, but I do not know 
whether he slept with it under his pillow. 
No one in the house heard the slightest 
noise last night. and we have no idea 
when ,;the shot was fired, and it must 
have been an accident, a horrible acci- 
dent. We cannot possibly attribute it to 
anything else. No, his business affairs 
were most satisfactory, and no finan- 
cial reverses had been met.” 

J. Bertram Lippincott said he believed 
the affair to be an accident and that the 
business of the firm was in a flourishing 
condition and that his brother's health 
was exceptionally good, thus removing 
the doubt that the deed had been pre- 
meditated. 

Mr. Lippincott was born in this city, 
Noy. 4, 1846, and was a son of Joshua 
Ballinger and Josephine Craige Lippin- 
cott. He was educated at the school of 
the Rev. James G. Lyons here, and at 
the University of Pennsylvania, and on 
April 13, 1871 married Miss Sallie E. 
Buckne]l of Philadelphia. 

In 1866 Mr. Lippincott entered the pub- 
lishing house of J. B. Lippincott & Co., 
whidh has been the J. B. Lippincott Com- 
pany since 1885, and in 1886 succeeded 
his father aS President of the concern. 

Mr. Lippincott was a member of the 
Society of Mayflower Descendants and of 
the Art, Union League, Rittenhouse, 
Philadelphia Country, Huntingdon Val- 
ley, Bachelors.

He is survived by his widow, two daugh- 
ters, Miss Constance ‘Lippincott and Mrs.

When the passengers are taken off to-day, 
if the vessel refuses to budge under the 
pulling of the wrecking vessels and the 
strain of the kedge anchors, she will have 
to be lightered by removing the cargo to 
barges. 

The officials of the line would not ven- 
ture an opinion yesterday as to the causes 
that led to the stranding of the vessel. 
They did not know whether soundings 
were being made as the vessel ran 
through the fog, althougi there is no 
doubt that Capt. Peterssen lost his way. 
It was foggy all Wednesday, and the im- 
pression \here is that the skipper could 
make no observations on that day. In- 
deed, it is probable that he had had no 
Observation since Tuesday, and was 
steaming by dead reckoning.

Sefior Azcona said that the message to 
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Francisco I. Madero would be signed by 
Juan Andrea Almazan, the leader of the 
insurrectos in the State of Guerrero; Ga- 
briel Gavira and Camarina Mendoza, the 
Jeaders in Vera Cruz; José Pino Juarez, 
leader in Tabasco, Campeche, and Yuca- 
tan; Rafael Zepeda, the leader in San 
Luis Potosi; Emilio Vasquez, Juan San- 
chez Azcona, José Vasconceios, Ernesto 
Fernandez, and Gustavo Madero, repre- 
eentatives of the insurrecto movement in 
San Antonio; A. Gonzales Garcia of the 
El Paso Junta, and Dr. Vasquez Gomez, 
the insurrecto agent in Washington.

Sefior Azcona said that in the last two 
weeks, while Francisco I. Madero, Sr., 
and others identified with the insurrecto 
cause were trying to find ways to bring 
about peace in Mexico, the insurrectos in 


the field had not been very active, but 
now that peace negotiations are off news 
of a different sort may be expected from 
Mexico. 

‘“‘We might have made peace had Diaz 
relinquished office,’ said Sefior Azcona. 
*“‘Now it is war. Our people will never 
consent to lay down their arms so long 
eas he is President. Other terms we might 
have ggred to, but that is the basic prin- 
ciple for which we are fighting. Our un- 
official envoys and those named by Li- 
mantour can reach no agreement except 
by the Government first conceding that 

z has to go. 

“n an unofficial manner, to be later 
followed by open conferences, peace was 
to be discussed at El] Paso. Our people 
were represented by Alfonso Madero and 
Roque Estrada. The Mexican Govern- 
ment, or rather Linmantour, had sent Ra- 
fael Hernandez and Salvador Madero. 


Madero had to return to Monterey, butt

Hernandez went with our envoys to El 
Paso. With the party also was Francisco 
Madero, Sr. They all went to El Paso to 
be nearer to the insurgent leader, and if 
necessary to go to him personally if safe 
conduct could be obtained from the Mexi- 
can authorities. 

“Yesterday the reply of young Madero 
reached El Paso. While we do not know 
exactly what it contained we do know 
that it emphatically declined to treat for 
peace unless it was stipulated that Diaz 
was to get out. Hernandez, representing 
Limantour, equally emphatically refused 
to consider any such proceedure. The re- 
Sult was an abrupt termination of nego- 
tiations. When this occurred Francisco 
Madero, Sr., Alfonso Madero, and Roque 
Estrada gave up. I am expecting them 
to return to San Antonio this evening or 
to-morrow.”’ 

Azcona then told about the preparation 
of the letter that was to be signed by 
the insurrecto leaders to be forwarded to 
Madero at his headquarters in Chihuahua 
telling him of the approval of his stand, 

‘That stand of Francisco I, Madero, 
Jr.,’’ Sefior Azcona added, ‘“‘is the unani- 
mous sentiment of us all. Our leader’s 
father believed that he could prevail on 
his son to forego the demand for Diaz’s 
immediate retirement, and we are re- 
joiced to know that the son still holds to 
that demand. That is why we are sending 
him this letter of indorsement.,”’ 

Confirmation of rumors to the effect 
that the insurrecto movement is gaining 
headway in the State of Jalisco, a State 
that has not figured to any extent in the 
war news up to this time, was brought to 
San Antonio to-day by A. H. Woodfin, a 
mining engineer connected with the Bueno 
Fe.Gold Mines near Ojuelo, Jalisco. 
Mr. Woodfin arrived from Mexico to-day, 
coming direct from Ojuelo. 


Rebel Strength in Jalisco, 


“There is no telling what time we will 
have to close down our mines,’’ said Mr, 


Woodfin. ‘*I hear that the Cinco Estrel- 
las mines, about forty miles north of our 
mines, have already closed down. All 
of our labor that would prove of any serv- 
ice in the revolution, is leaving us and 
joining the revolutionists, Every farm 
owner in that section of the State of Ja- 
lisco, with the exception of one, is in sym- 
pathy with the revolutionists and are 
joining them. There has been practically 
no trouble in that State up to the present 
time, but the fuse is burning, and the ex- 
plosion is sure to come in a very little 
while. 

‘The Government is in no position to 
make any resistance, as there are only 
about 143 soldiers in the city of San Luis 
Potosi. 

“The rebels have organized, and are 
organizing throughout that entire State, 
and seem to have a free hand in every 
Section except in the cities, which are 
fortified. Up to the present time they 
have confiscated nothing of the foreign- 
ers. iIn,a number of instances they have 
taken the property, where it was neces- 
sary, of the natives, but in every in- 
stance have paid for it. 

“As I passed south of Saltillo on my 
way here, 1 saw from the train many 
hundred revolutionists, ough they made 
no attempt to molest the passengers of 
the train. The insurrectos are well armed 
and seem well supplied with money in 
that section, and pay as they go.”’ 

Still another serious report of Mexican 
conditions was brought here to-day by a 
man, who arrived from that country, 
whose position is such that he asked not 
to be quoted. He said that he had re- 
ceived information that the State of Yu- 
catan was about to declare its independ- 
ence of Mexico, and that it would de- 
clare itself a permanent independent re- 
public regardless of the result of the 
present war between the Government and 
the insurrectos, in other States of Mex- 
ico. He said that the Yucatan seceders 
had gone so far as to adopt a national 
flag of their own. 


ESTEVA’ DEFENDS MEXICO. 








Says Lionel Samuel’s Views of Revo- 
jlutionary Situation Are Erroneous. 
Manuel A. Esteva, Mexican Vice Consul 

at New York, replying to a recently pub- 

lished interview with Mr. Lionel Samuel, 
in which the latter gave his views on the 

‘* Solution of the Mexican Problem,” yes- 

terday said in part: 





‘“‘I am surprised at the attacks made by 
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Mr. Samuel upon my Government, inas- 
much as for some years, with his broth- 
ers, he conducted a successful business in 
Mexico, under the protection of the very 
Government which he now so severely and 
unjustly attacks. 

* Important and radical reform meas- 
ures have been announced by President 
Diaz within the last few days. The lat- 
est dispatches from Mexico City and 
other points seem to indicate that peace 
will prevail in Mexico within a short 
time. In view of these facts, is it not un- 
fair to pass ‘snap judgments’ upon those 
measures before there has been any time 
to put them into effect? 

‘Mr. Samuel speaks of making terms 
with the rebels. In whatever negotiations 
my Government may have with the rebels, 
no attempt will be made ‘to patch e * 
matters temporarily. The rebels will be 
appealed to, as they have been already, to 
unite with the good citizens in Mexico in 
furthering the interests of our country. 
Every step will be taken with a view to 
permanent peace. 

‘“* According té Mr. Samuel, the princf- 

al rebels in the north are the largest 
andholders. I wonder if he calls Gen.

DIAZ FORCE WINS VICTORY. 








Hopes of Peace Dashed in Mexico 
City. 
Special to The New York Times. 

MEXICO, April 5.—The Federal forces 
have won a battle at Jocacatepec Morelos, 
Thirty rebels are dead and five prisoners 
were taken. No report is made of the 
Federal loss. 

The rebels have looted Tenango, in the 
State of Mexico, near the border of the 
Federal district, while a band 200 strong 
is said to be marching on Milpa Alta, a 
town in the Federal district. The con- 
tinued rebel activity is thought to be a 
move to hurry peace arrangements. 

Unofficial circles in the city were in- 
clined to be pessimistic to-night regarding 
peace prospects. Both Mexicans and for- 
eigners who long to see the end of the 
revolution yet hope that the unofficial 
negotiations so auspiciously inaugurated 
at Washington by Minister of Foreign 
Affairs de ja Barra on the eve of his de- 
parture for Mexico, and Dr. Vasquez 
Gomez, may be continued, but there is a 
growing fear of failure. 

At none of the Government offices was 
it possible to-day to obtain any statement 
that would indicate that definite progress 
toward a cessation of hostilities had been 
made, although it was frequently denied 
that peace is an impossibility, and in one 
or two quarters it was hinted that It was 
a probability. Local newspapers continus 
to urge the necessity for some sort of 
arreement, and The Mexican Herald, es- 
pecially, is emphatic in its arguments for 
a compromise, declaring that a failure on 
the part of the Government and the rebels 
to get together will result fn a civil war 
that will be the ruin of the country. 

The news that Francisco I. Madero had 
removed his headquarters to San Andres 
and had tightened the lines about the 
City of Chihuahua increases the tendency 
to gloom. 

Contrary to expectations, the applica- 
tion of Vice President Ramon Corral for 
leave of absence in order that he may 
visit Germany on account of his health, 
was not discussed to-day in Congress.

- Jacob Bellis, who says he lives in Adams 


Street, Brooklyn, was put on trial yes- 
terday before Judge Foster in General 
Sessions, charged with swindling Nathan 
Flouman of 256 East Broadway, of $4,780. 

Witnesses said Bellis visited, on March 
3 last, Flouman’'s saloon at 169 Rivington 
Street, carrying with him a machine, 
which ‘he told Flouman, would produce 
money by simply turning 4 crank. 

To prove this, it was said, Bellis placed 
a piece of paper in the machine, poured 
some chemicals over it, and turned the 
crank. in a few minutes a crisp $10 bill 
came out. Bellis repeated the operation, 
and Flouman became interested, especial- 
ly as Bellis threw the two bills into the 
fire. He asked many questions, whereupon 
Bellis told him how simple it was to make 
money. Taking a $lt bill frem his 
pocket, Bellis placed a piece of black 
paper next to it, and putting it in the 
machine, turned the crank and produced 
another $100 bill. 

As Flouman still was suspicious, Bellis 
took him to a bank, where he changed 
the two $100 bills. He then told Flouman 
oo would double all the money he could 
raise. 

Ilounian withdrew $3,100 from his hank 
and borrowed $680, and his daughter May 
withdrew $700 and pawned her jewelry 
for $300. That night Bellis appeared at 
the saloon with a friend, who carried a 
valise full with chemicals and the ma- 
chine. Placing the machine on the table 
he placed all the money in it and began to 
turn the crank. 

The young woman said that something 
went wrong with the machine, and after 
considerable nr eet yA Beliis pulled out a 
sponge and declared the trouble was “ too 
much chemicals.”’’ 

Then, she said, he invited her and her 
father to smell the sponge. They did so 
and both fell asleep. When she awoke 
she found that Bellis and his friend had 
disappeared, taking with them all the 
money and nearly all the furniture in the 
house. 

Detectives were assigned to the case, 
with no result, she said, until one day 
while she was walking in Fourteenth 
Street at Second Avenue she saw Bellis 
with a woman. He took to his heels down 
Second Avenue. She followed until Bellis 
was arrested after three blocks.

Gen. Theodore A. Bingham, former Po-

Deputy, Bert Hanson, who is being sued 
for $25,000 damages for alleged slander 
by Robert P. Cook before Justice Maddox 
and a jury in the Gueens County Supreme 
Court, Long Island City. Cook, who was 
a peliceman, says that when he was on 
trial on charges of using abusive language 
Hanson called him a ‘thug and a per- 
jurer and a disgrace to the police force.” 
Gen. Bingham could only testify to police 
conditions in general, and in consequence 
his evidence was cut short. 

At the time of his trial before Han- 
son, Cook was connected-with the 274th 
Precinct, located in Grand Averme, As- 
torla, and among things it is alleged that 
Hanson said to him was that he was ‘a 
member of the ‘*‘ gang’’ in that precinct. 
This led Lawyer Grant, on cross-ex- 
amination, to ask Gen. Bingham what 
were the general conditions prevailing in 
the precinct. 

“Utter police inefficiency,’ said Gen. 
Bingham, with emphasis. ‘* Superior offi- 
cers had complaints investigated through 
their lowest subordinates, and also com- 
municated to them matters that should 
have been known only to the officers in 
command.”

“This Padre.’’. wrote Fabroni, ‘‘ has 
ubtained his education by his wits and 
his ecclesiastical position by threats.

Son of a chair- 
renter in a church, he has a brother who 
is also a ‘chair-renter, and several sisters 
who work in taverns. One of these, be- 
ing the widow of a toachman, Don Ciro 
shuts up in his home, forcing her to to 
do the most humble and servile work, 
while a younger and more comely wo- 
man directs the affairs of the house. 

‘“Some time since the presence of this 
young woman caused the sister to com- 
plain to the Archbishop and the Arch- 
bishop ordered the Padre to come to the 
palace. Don Ciro came. 

“The Archbishop, in admonishing the 
delinquent son of the Church, impulsively 
pressed his hand upon the breast of the 
other’s cassock at a place where a 
breviary is usually carried in an inner 
pocket. He felt there the outline of a 
revolver and his hand dropped. 

“Don Ciro smiled significantly’ and said 
simply: 

‘“*O, your grace, this is-a more expe- 
ditious way to heaven than the other.’ 

‘‘Monsignore turned pale, and after a 

while the Padre Vitozzi withdrew.”’ 
Capt. Fabron! also discovered that Don 
Ciro had great political influence, but that 
his chief affairs seemed to concentrate 
around the Camorra, whose meetings he 
attended in civil dress and whose delin- 
quent members he was ever rescuing from 
the elutehes of the police, the examining 
Magistrates, and even from the Assizes;

Guarantee Given by Carnegie’ Trust 
Directors Sought—Talk of Inquiry 
by Bar Association Committee. 





A large number of records in the office 
of City Chamberlain Charles H. Hyde, in- 
cluding books, papers, and documents 
bearing on the deposits of city money, the 
investment of court trust funds and other 
matters which are the subject of investi- 
gation are to be produced before the 
Grand Jury on Monday next under an or- 
der issued yesterday by District Attorney 
Whitman. Mr. Hyde has already ex- 
pressed a willingness to further the Grand 
Jury inquiry in any way at his command. 

The production of the City Chamber- 
lain’s records will follow a preliminary 
inspection of the books in Mr. Hyde's of- 
fica by John K. Clark, the Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney, who is helping Mr. Whit- 
man in the investigation of the Carnegie 
Trust Company affairs and city deposits 
in seventeen banks and trust companies 
which loaned large sums to William J. 
Cummins and his associates on the Di- 
rectorate of the Carnegie Trust. 

One of the documents called for is the 
original bond signed by Cummins, Joseph 
B. Reichmann, Martin J. Condon, Charles 
A. Moore, Jr., and other. Carnegie Trust 
Directors, and left at the City Chamber- 
lain’s office last Summer to guarantee the 
city’s deposit in the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany. This bond was given at the request 
of Controller Prendergast while City 
Chamberlain Hyde was in Europe in the 
Summer of 1910. Word had reached the 
Controller that all was not well with the 
Carnegie Trust, and that the city’s funds 
should be protected. The City Chamber- 
lain’s office informed the Carnegie Trust 
Company Directors that the city deposit 
would be decreased at the rate of $51).000 
a week. Although the amount of citv 
funds jin the Carnegie was formerly

An explanation of the _ transactions 
which had to do with the bond issue and 
an issue of 3,000 stock certificates by the 
South Shore Traction Company, a Robin 
concern, which is now in the hands of re- 
ceivers, was forthcoming yesterday by 
Arthur C. Hume, solicitor for the re- 
ceivers. Mr. Hume says that his atter- 
tion was called to stories in several news- 
papers yesterday merning stating in sub- 
stance that some question had been raised 
by the investigators of the Public Service 
Commission as to the legality of the bonds 
issued by the South Shore Traction Com- 
pany owing to the fact that the consent 
of the Public Service Commission had 
not been obtained by the traction con- 
cern’s officials. Mr. Hume says that the 
bonds were duly authorized by the State 
3oard of Railroad Commissioners prior 
to the passage of the Public Service Com- 
mission’s law, as was told in yesterday's 
TiMEsS. Mr. Hume says: 

For the purpose of covering just such 
cases as this. and to prevent any question 
as to the validity of bonds issued under 
these conditions the Public Service Com- 
missions law, in Section 55, expressly pro- 
vides, after a general provision requiring 
the consent of the Public Service Com- 
mission to all future bond issues, as fol- 
lows: 

‘But this provision shall not apply to 
any lawful issue of stock, to the lawful 
execution and delivery of ary mortgage, or 
to the lawful issue of bonds thereunder, 
which shall have been duly approved by 
the Board of Railroad Commissioners be- 
fore July 1, 1907.’’ 

The mere reading of this provision is suf- 
ficient to dispose of any question as to the 
validity of the bonds issued by the’ South 
Shore Traction Company. 

There are also statements published in 
these same articles which imply, without 
directly alleging, that there was an over- 
issue of the stock of the South Shore Trac- 
tion Compariy. such is not the case. 

At the time the receivers took possession 
of this property it was found that certain 
stock certificates had been prepared for 
issue, which had been so prepared for the 
purpose of taking the place of certain out- 
standing certificates which the officers of 
the company had been informed were about 
to be presented for cancellation. Such out- 
standing stock vertificates, however, were 
not presented, with the result that the new 
certificates were never issucd. 

Upon finding that there were certain cer- 
tificates pnissued. but which had been-pre- 
pared for issue, the receivers, acting under 
advice of their counsel, procured an order 
from the court appointing them, directing 
the cancellation of these unauthorized cer- 
tificates. These certificates have, in ac- 
eordance with this order, been canceled as 
a matter of record, so that any question 
as to overissuance of stcck on the part of 
the Seuth Shore Traction Company is with- 
out foundation. 


ROBIN BANK USURY SUIT.

Pawnbroker Declares $510 Was Taken 
from Him Illegally. 


The Northern Bank was defendant in 
a suit for $1,020 before Justice Platzek 
and a jury in the Supreme Court yester- 
dav. Louis C. Neuburger, a pawnbroker, 
is the plaintiff. He brought the suit be- 
fore the failure of the bank. He claims 
this sum under the State law, which 
allows double recovery of usurious ex- 
actions of interest. He claims $510 such 
interest was exacted from him. 

When the counsel for the bank, in his 
summing up, declared that he was “ fight- 
ing hard for the interests of the deposi- 
tors,” the pawnbroker’s lawyer made a 
vigorous protest, and Justice Platzek or- 
dered. the jury to decide the case on the 
evidence. Later the bank’s counsel said 
that it ill became a pawnbroker, who 
gets 2 per cent. a month to raise the cry 
of usury. This also was objected to by 
the pawnbroker’s lawyer, who said that 
the real party at fault in the case and 
whose actions were being defended, was 
a ‘‘jail bird now in the Tombs, one Jo- 
seph G. Robin.”

Townsend of Michigan, a ‘“‘ near” insur- 
gent, and George P. McLean, a regular, 
from Connecticut, with John W. Kern ot 
Indiana and Atlee Pomerene of Ohio— 
both Democrats. Mr. La Follette s idea in 
choosing all new men is ostensibly to 
have the first steps in the case—the ac- 
tual investigation and search for fraud— 
conducted by Senators who did not com- 
mit themselves by a vote On the question 
when it was settled at the last session.

Resolutions Again Introduced in 
Congress for the Abrogation 
of the Russian Treaty. 





ACTION IN HOUSE EXPECTED 





Sulzer, Chairman of Foreign Relations, 


Behind Movement—Supreme Court 
- Wears Plea for Glicksman.

WASHINGTON, April 6.—Democrats in 
Congress, now that they control the 
House of Representatives, seem deter- 
mined to make a real effort to obtain jus- 
tice and equal treatment for Jewish citi- 
zens of this country who wish to travel In 
Russia. For years this Government has 
protested against the failure of Russian 
Consuls in this country to vise the pass- 
ports of American Jews wishing to exert 
their treaty rights, but diplomatic efforts 
have failed. 

NesoOlutions were introduced to-day in 
both houses directing the President to 
meet this discrimination by the abrogation 
of the treaty of 1832, in which to the 
citizens of each country are guaranteed 
the right of travel and sojourn. Russia 
has always denied Our interpretation of 
this clause. 

In the House the resolution was intro- 
duced by Chairman Sulzer of the Com- 
mittee. on Foreign Affairs, and is prac- 
tically the same as that he introduced

The question of the treatment of Jews 
in Russia came before the Supreme Court 
to-day on the appeal of Leibl Glicksman, 
formerly a Lodz leather merchant, 
was arrested upon a warrant issued by 
the Russian Government on a charge of 
forgery. 

Glicksman came here from Lodz witl 
his wife and three children on Aug. 3 
last, and on the complaint of detectives 
employed by the Russian Government was 
detained at Ellis Island to await the ar- 
rival of papers from Russia. When the 
papers arrived two weeks later Glicks- 
man was permitted to land with his wife 
and two children, the youngest child hav- 
ing died. 

Glicksman was again arrested on Dec. 
8 upon the demand of the Russian Am- 
bassador. Charles Dushkind, Glicksman’s 


‘attorney, sued outa writ of habeas corpus 


and to-day argued it in the Supreme 
Court. He argued that the case was 
ordinary bankruptcy, and that the charge 
of forgery is only used as a subterfuge to 
get Glicksman into the hands of the Rus- 
sian police. 

Had this been simply a question of 
going back to Russia to clear himself of 
& criminal charge, Mr. Dushkind said, 
Glicksman would go back to face his ac- 
cusers, but for a Jew to be takén back to 
Russia as a prisoner meant that he must 
remain for the rest of his life a victim 
of bitter persecution. He described the 
horrors of Russia, citing the massacres 
that have occurred in recent years. Rus- 
Sia, he said, has deliberately repudiated 
its treaty With America by refusing to 
recognize our passports, and demands for 
the surrender of people to whom had 
been extended the protection of the Amer- 
ican flag should therefore be scrutinized 
with the greatest care.

Croker and Wiillams That 
Building Inspection Should. Be 
Radically Reformed.

Chief Edward F. Croker of the Fire De- 
partment, W. L. Saunders, President of 
the Ingersoll-Rand Drill Manufacturing 
Company, and State Commissioner of La- 
bor John Williams were among the speak- 
ers yesterday afternoon at a meeting of 
the Employers’ Welfare Section of the 
National Civic Federation at 203 Broad- 
way, which had been called for the pur- 
pose of discussing the fatal Washington 
Place fire. 

A feature of the meeting was the re- 
peated and frank admission on the part of 
several of the leading manufacturers of 
this city, who took turns in addressing the 
meeting, that the welfare of the employes 
ef the majority of the manufacturing 
plants has notoriously become @ secondary 
consideration to making the plants pay @ 
good profit, and that the manufacturers 
must get together and stop this policy 
themselves. 

It also came out at the meeting that 
while the State Department of Game is 
provided with seventy-five inspectors, the 
State Department of Labor is provided 
with only fifty. 

“The State of New York has seventy- 
five game protectors and only fifty human 
protectors,’’ Assemblyman C. W. Phillips 
said. 

Chief Croker vas, however, the speaker 
whose remarks made the greatest impres- 
sion. The Chief stalked into the meeting 
somewhat late and grimy after attending 
a fire. He described in detail the circum- 
etances surrounding the Washington 
Place fire. and gave a list of recommenda- 
tions which he believed would prevent a 
recurrence of such disasters. 

‘The building in which the fire took 
place was said to be fireproof,’ said Chief 
Croker. ‘‘It was provided With two in- 
adequate fireproof stairways and three 
elevators, a elevator and two 
freight the Greene Street 
side, standpipes on every floor 
and a sprinkler in the cellar and sub- 
icellar. ‘The fire started on the eighth 
floor behind 2a wooden partition in the 
cutting room. When it was first discov- 
ered the emploves tried for two’ minutes

“Smoking in a factory buildine whera 
inflammable things are manufactured 
fehould be made a penal offense. Surrep- 
titious cigarette smoking may have caused 
the recent disaster. Every factory build- 
ing owner shovld be compelled by law to 
fill out and file with my department a 
registry biank, giving a complete descrip- 
tion of the building, and every manu- 
facturer should he compelled to do the 
isame thing regarding \iis particular plant. 
'These descriptions could be checked by 
our inspectors on their visits. There are 
89.000 factories this State, and there 
mre only fifty Labor Department inspec- 
tors to visit them.

FIRE CASE TO GRAND JURY. 


Evidence Will be Submitted To-day— 
Relief Fund Now $82,900.80. 


Tt was announced Jast night by Jacob 
H. Schiff, Treasurer of the Red Cross So- 
clety, that the relief fund for the rel- 
atives of the Triangle Waist Company 
fire victims now amounted to $82,900.40. 
It was also announced yesterday that 
District Attorney Whitman's assistants 
had taken the testimony of the witnesses 
summoned to appear before them, and 
that the matter would be laid before the 
Grand Jury to-day. 

Coroner Holtzhauser will hold his in- 
quest on Monday, and more than a hun- 
dred witnesses will be called. — 

The Board of Fire Underwriters made 
public yesterday the results of its inves- 
tigation, declaring that the arrangement 
of the ninth floor of the Asch Building, 
the inflammable condition of the materia:

No woodwork or other inflammable ma- 
teria] sha)]] be used in any of the partitions, 
furrings, or ceilings in- any such fire- 
proof buildings, excepting, however, that 
when the height of the building does not 
exceed twelve stories nor more than 150 
feet. the doors and windows and their 
frames, the trims, casings, the interior 
finish when filled solid at the back with 
fire-proof material, and the floor boards 
and sleepers directly thereunder, may be of 
wood, but the space between the sleepers 
shali be solidivy filled with fire-proof ma- 
terials and extend up to the under side of 
the floor boards. 

In the case of fireproof buildings where 
non-fireproof alterations have been made, 
the owner is required to remove such al- 
terations on the order of this department, 
but this department cannot require him 
to put up fire escapes.

TENNESSEE FOR INCOME TAX. 


Twenty-fourth State to Ratify Amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., April 6.—A resolu- 
tion ratifying the income tax amendment 
to the Federal constitution, was adopted 
by the Tennessee Senate to-day. The 
House adopted a similar resolution sev- 
eral days ago. 








ALBANY, N. Y., April 6-—Gov. Dix 
said to-day that he had not received 
Mayor Gaynor’'s letter in opposition to 
the proposed Federal income tax amend- 
ment. He declined to state whether he 
thought Congress should be asked to re- 
call and amend the pending amendment 
as suggested by the Mayor, but made it 


clear that he stood on the income tax 
plank in the Democratic State platform. 
The adoption of the proposed income tax 
amendment in the Tennessee Legislature 
brings the total number of States that 
have adopted the amendment up to 
twenty-four. Eleven are still uncommit- 
ted. Three-fourths of the States must 
ratify the amendment to make it valid. 
The number necessary now is 35 and with 
the admission of Arizona and New Mexico 
will be 36. The States which have refused 
to ratify the amendment may change, but 
a ratification, once made, is final.

HIS WIFE ALIMONY 


|Writer Impresses the Court with 
an Unusual Plea in Answer 
to Separation Suit. 








‘MANIA FOR RUNNING AWAY ” 





That’s the Title of One Chapter in His 
Answer Making Counter Charges— 
Offended His Political Friends. 





George Henry Payne, a writer and poli- 
ticlan, who once ran for Congress in the 
Bronx, drew his own answer to the suit 
of his wife, Mary Bruce Payne, for sepa- 
ration and to her application for alimony 
pending trial. Payne’s plea in his own 
behalf was so effective that Supreme 
Court Justice Greenbaum refused to al- 
low Mrs. Payne alimony for herself, but 
ordered Payne to pay $7.50 a week for the 
support of his 2-year-old daughter Vir- 
ginia. 

Payne headlined the various subdivis- 
ions of his answer. Under the heading 
** Ethical Considerations,’’ he wrote: 

The defendant doth petition the court that 
in view of the fact that the plaintiff, de- 
spite the defendant's many pleadings, would 
never attend church, not being a woman 
of sufficient mental calibre to have an 
ethical code of her own, she is not contrib- 
uting to the moral welfare of the com- 
munity in being allowed to move out of a@ 
community of homes like the Bronx into a 
locality where she can Indulge her mania 
for shopping and theatregoing. 

His wife, Payne says, told him that she 
‘did not like the cheap people in the 
Bronx,’ and that he would have to pay 
her $3,000 and satisfy her creditors before 
she would allow him to see their child. He 
wrote in his answer, ‘‘ I refused to accede 
to these terms on the grounds of moral- 
ity and decency.” His wife was also, he 
savs, ‘‘discourteous to important politi- 
cal but unfashionably dressed friends 


who called to pay their respects to me.” 
Ant he adds: 


I have been unable to make progress in 
matters financial, political, and literary, 
which I think I could have made if [I had 
the sympathy and affection of my wife. I! 
would have been willing to compromise with 





what I think was my ability and my future 
to develop the plaintiff into a good wife 
and .mother, for the sake of avoiding scan- 
dal and adding to the growing list of dis- 
associated women—one of the greatest evils 
of all our metropolitan cities. 

Justice Greenbaum after an inspection 
of the papers in the case observed. that 
“the unhappy differences unfolded are 
to a large extent due to the lack of mutual 
forbearance and the unwise, though 
doubtless well meant, interference and 
advice on the part of relatives or friends, 
based upon unconsciously magnifying 
grievances.’’ He hints that he hopes the 
couple will be reconciled. 

Mrs. Payne says in her complaint that 
she is a member of a well-known South- 
ern family and married Payne at the 
home of Dr. George Benn Johnson, Dec. 
19, 1906, in Richmond, Va. Throughout 
their married life, she says, Payne has 
conducted himself in an unhusbandlike 
manner and on one occassion called her 
a ‘‘ hellion.’’ She says he has not provided 
sufficient food and rainment for her and 
her child. 

Payne answers that he met her in 
March, 1906, on board a transatlantic 
liner and that three days later she asked 
him to run away with her. Payne says 
that he laughed at her proposal and told 
her he preferred matrimony. He devotes 
a special heading in his answer to ‘‘Mania 
for Running Away’ in which he re- 
counts occasions on which his wife 
absented herself from home for a day or 
two. 

One day he got a letter from Augustus 
Thomas, the plavwright, stating that Mrs. 
Payne had told Thomas and his wife that 
he had put her out of the house and that

A German Duke’s Scientific Exploring 


Expedition In 1907-8. 


N 1907-8 a German exploring expedition, 

led by Duke Adolphus Frederick of 
. Mecklenburg, undertook a systematic 
scientific investigation of the German 
East African Protectorate, the Central 
African rift-valley, extending from Lake 
Kiwu to Lake Albert, and finally the 
morthwestern boundary of the Congo 
State. It ended by crossing Africa by way 
of the Congo River. The geologist of the 
expedition was Egon Kirschstein, and 
among its other men of science were Dr. 
Mildbraed of the Botanical Institute of 





Berlin, Dr. Schubotz of the Zoélogical In- 


stitute and Dr. Czekanowski of the Royal 
Ethnological Museum. One year was spent 
on the work, and much material of great 
scientific interest was collected. The ex- 
pedition had something of a military na- 
ture; indeed, one section, that of the ge- 
Ologist Kirschstein, was attacked and had 
to fight its way through a hostile tribe. 

An English translation of Duke Adol- 
phus’s book giving an account of the ex- 
pedition has recently come from Cassell 
& Company. It is profusely illustrated 
with reproductions of photographs, many 
of them of great beauty. The narrative 
lacks the literary style of “‘ African Game 
Trails ’’ or Stanley’s book, but it -is clear 
and very interesting. Perhaps its ethno- 
graphical parts will be of most interest 
to the general reader. 7 

As the party approached the Watussi, 
@ proud and intelligent native tribe who 
dwell in Ruanda, just eastward of Lake 
Kiwu, and differ in much from the usual 
negroid type, the Sultan, Msinga, sent 
the Duke presents, very much as Jacob 
rent on ahead his presents to Esau. First, 
two stately ambassadors met him. They 
had gala robes on, and brought a caravan 
of oxen, sheep, goats, and calves. The 
next day a second caravan met him with 
thirty goats. As they neared the city 
a third came with another thirty goats, 
The number of these flocks and herds be- 
gan to embarrass the travelers. In the 
city itself they were treated to a very 
Stately and formal reception. ( 
gave the Sultan a saw, and he tried it out 
on the legs of the chair he had been sit- 
ting on. 

In the rift-valley, among the volcanoes, 
Kirschstein had an adventure that was 
like a nightmare. One clear morning he de- 
scended into the crater of Namlagira to

and far below them. Gases and smoke 
came pouring up, and stones fell on their 
heads. They groped around, the abyss on 
one side of them and an impassable slope 
on the other. Then the mist cleared only 


for a moment and they got started on the } 


right path—just in time. 

Of the administration of the Congo 
State, the exploitation of its products, the 
native question, Duke Adolphus had very 
little to say. He admits, with the Bel- 
gians, that there have been instances of 
crucity, but claims that such have not 
been more prevalent than in the African 
colonies of other nations. He gives an in- 
teresting account of the salt lake at 
Katwe and of the gold fields near Kilo 
and of the pigmy tribes.

EDUCATION IN. AMERICA 





President Thwing of Western Reserve 
Reviews Its History Since 1365 


N a series of essays President Charles 
Francis Thwing of Western Reserve 
University presents a ‘“ History of 

Education in the United ‘States Since 
the Civil War ’’ (Houghton Mifflin, $1.25). 
He discusses the gradual growth of Amer- 
ican education from small beginnings till 
now it is a world power, influencing, 
through its pupils drawn from the ends of 
the earth, the future course of civilization. 
He has dealt not only with its organiza- 
tion, but with such matters as the place 
of morals and religion itn schools and 
colleges and changes in the conception 
of the educational ideal. 

Dr. Thwing makes many curious ob- 
servations, such as the influence of the 
civil war in starting an athletic renais- 
sance, through teaching the value of out- 
door exercise; and the lamentable lack 
of knowledge of ordinary facts of Bib- 
lical history, as tested by a simple exam- 
ination paper. He also expresses his 
views on the old controversy on the rival 
merits of the large university and the 
small college. He is careful to declare 
that he reco@nizes that every institution 
must be judged with regard to the in- 
dividual’'student, and that what sults one 
man may not, be the best for his fellow; 
yet he confesses to the impression that, 
after all, if the services to their genera- 
tion of the graduates of the large insti- 
tutions be compared with those of the 
small, the balance would lie in favor of 
the men who had come from the less nu- 
merously attended seats of learning. 

After dealing with such great personal- 
ities in the educational history of the 
country as Charles Willlam Eliot of 
Harvard, Daniel Coit Gilman of Johns 
Hopkins, and William Rainey -Harper of 
Chicago, who stood out as perhaps none 
of their succcessors has done, Dr. Thwing 
considers educational conditions as they 
are to-day. He dves not think that the 
first of the teachers or the first of their 
pupils are greater than the giants of 
half a century ago, but that there has been 
a marked rise in the general average. 
The ordinary professor and the ordinary 
student of to-day are stronger men in 
scholastic attainments and in breadth of 
sympathy than their predecessors; and so 
the distance between the average and the 
leader has been diminished, Consequent- 
ly, aS a mountain loses its prominence in 
proportion to the increased elevation of 
the plateau from which it springs, so the 

reat men of to-day stand forth less no- 
iceably, not because they are less great, 
but because the general run of mankind 
has improved. 
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| BANKERS IN LITERATURE 


ARM praise is due to Johnson 
Brigham for the spirit in which, 
and the purpose for which, he has 

written his modest volume, ‘‘ The Banker 
a Literature.’”’ (New York: Bankers’ Pub- 
lishing Co. $2.) For he believes 
that the best, results will be attained In 
this country, not by the evolution of that 
leisure class, for which makers and deal- 
ers in literature and art sometimes sigh, 
but by the recognition by business men 
of the wisdom of devoting a reasonable 
portion of their time to the pursuits of 
leisure. He does not think American men 
are so constituted that they could form 
a leisure class with either pleasure td 
themselves or profit to any one else, while 
he does believe that the business man can 
be as successful as now, and much hap- 
| pier, longer-lived, more interesting to 
others and more useful to the community, 
by systematically devoting a little of his 





‘time to the gentler pursuits. Mr. Brigham, 


who is the State Librarian of Iowa, fills 
over half his book with sketches of the 
lives, characters, and achievements of 
men who have been both bankers and 
creators of literature. There are twenty 
of these, some of them going as far back 
as the seventeenth century, including 
John Law, Ricardo, Lord Avebury, Fitz- 
Greene Halleck,, Stedman and Kenneth 
Grahame. Another section describes 
briefly a number of notable bankers in 
fiction. A concluding essay gives the au- 
thor’s conception of the ideal banker, 
while the opening one, with the help of 
brief quotations from famous authors, 
tells something of the historical develop- 
ment of banking.

School Not Threatened by Fire, as 
Original Complainant Now Testifies. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

May I ask you kindly to publish the follow- 
ing comment upon a letter in THE TIMES 
Sunday morning, April 2, purporting to describe 
the Washington Irving High School building 
on Twelfth Street, Manhattan: I assume from 
the inaccuracy of the statements that the 
writer has never visited the building. Certainly 
she has made no effort to call the attention of 
the Committee on Buildings to the need of fur- 
ther attention to the conditions she alleges. The 
letter states: 





‘‘Many complaints have been made of 
overcrowding.”’ No complaint whatever 
has been received or transmitted. . 

** Wooden stair cases are saturated with 
oll.’ No oil whatever is used. This stair 
case is coated with fireproofing. Our In- 
spector tested the work with fire. It will 
not burn. There is no closet storage room 
or Other probability of fire anywhere near, 
nor electric wiring. There are three stone- 
brick exits and two iron exits from each 
floor. In addition to these, in the rear, is 
an iron stair house roofed over and leading 
through two duuble doors to the playground. 
Instead of being under this, the boiler is 
in a wing, fireproofed, and shut off by fron 
partitions and doors, 


The building has never been filled by the 
Washington Irving High School to its official 
capacity, but thé reason has not been from 
any athger to life in case of panic or firé, 
but because of the artificial lighting and the 
undesirablility ofthe building for teaching. 

This committee for many years has urged 
a better building for the school, but never on 
the grounds of any danger to life in case of 
fire or panic. It has been regularly inspected 
by the Fire Department every term, and no 
violations placed aguinst it. The committee 
pinvites your correspondent to visit the school 
and to demonstrate wherein there is any éle- 
ment of danger in its construction and equip- 
ment. > 

Your correspondent also intimates that it 
has not occurred to the Principal or, Superin- 
tendent ‘‘to try the effect of the fire alarm 
during assembly or lunch hour.’’ This I re- 
gard as designed to create unfair prejudice 
against all our schools. You cannot find a 
term in which all the pupils have not been 
drilled in fire dismissal both at assembly and 
at luncheon periods. 

The Wadleigh High School formerly occu- 
pied this building, and kept from 1,200 to 1,400 
girls on its register, and had sittings tinoccu- 
pied. The present attendance is less than 800. 
The charge of overcrowding as far as safety 
is concerned, is absurd. - 

I trust you will give this letter the same 
prominence that you gave the one it is intended 
to answer.

In reference to my former letter under date 
of March 81, I desire to say that upon further 
consideration of the conditions of the Wash- 
ington Irving High School at Twelfth Street, 
and communication with the Principal, wnaom, 
unfortunately, I did not see personally before 
writing, I find that some of my statements 
may be corrected. Nothing personal was in- 
tended against the Principal, who has not 
tried to conceal any facts from investigators, 
but has tried to make the best of physical 





conditions in the building, which apparently 
must be endured until the completion of the 
new building. It is exceggingiy comforting to 
know that oil is used for cleaning pur- 
poses, also that the situation of the gymnasium 
is not over the boiler room. I have 
never atten:ied a public school myself, and no 
doubt have been overanxious as to the possibil- 
ity of @ panic among girls accustomed to fire 
drills. I learn that there are six exits from 
each floor, each permitting the egress cf a 
double line of girls to the street. I also learn 
that drills are held at assembly hour and 
lunch time, which assurance seems to show 
that the authorities are doing all that is pos- 
sible under the circumstances.

Expert Says Book Stacks and Packing 
- Combustibles Endanger It. 


To the Editov of The New York Times: 
I went through the new Public Library build- 





the comments of Mr. Robert Brewster Stan- 
ton in your issue of the first instant and the 
criticisms of Architect Hastings thereon. If 
Mr. Stanton is correct as to woodwork back 
of the plaster ceilings his point is well taken, 
and a priceless collection of books, which 
money could not replace, is in danger. There 
should bo rwO woodwork whatever in such a 
structure, and appalling as the proposition of 
sacrificing the magnificent ceilings for the 
more valuable books may seem, I do not hesi- 
tate’ to state it. A répetition of the fire in the 
Capel library at Albany is @ possibility any 
day. 

The arrangément of the bookracks, moreover, 
is unique as to danger by fire. They are ar- 
ranged one above another in one compartment 
from thé grade floor to the top without cut- 
offs at any floor, and the books would be thor- 
oughly’ incinerated upon the great gridiron 
frame which would insure total déstruction. It 
would be difficult to thoroughly burn a solid 
pile of books, but the unique arrangement 
described would do the business effectually. 
Each floor should be cut off from the others 
to prevent drafts, and the bookcases themselves 
should be covered in top, back, and sides with 
tin, the cover éxtending a few inches beyond 
(the front to carry water beyond the front. 

There should also be provided sliding doors 
of wiréglass—an admirable fire resistant—fur- 
ther to protect them“from water thrown by 
the fire department. Enough ventilation to 
protect the books from dry-rot can be arranged 
without admitting fire or water. 

The library floors are incombustible, no 
wooden floors~a great advantage, but wains- 
coting sheuld be of bronze or stone. 

I may add that I walked yesterday unchal- 
lenged by any one throughout the building 
and was entirely alone, at times, :in rooms 
containing valuable books. 
packing material, excelsior, wrapping paper, 
and empty wooden boxes were on the floors 
where a cigarette or match carelessly thrown 
away might have wrought irreparable damage; 
and at the entrance on Fortleth Street there 
was a like acccmulation of rubbish and @ man 
picking up broken boxes for kindling, smok- 
ing a pipe the while, where a fire might have 
ruined the valuable marble walls. 

Mr. Haetings, the architect of the library, 
says the electric wiring is safely installed, and 
I presume it is; but when Edison, the wizard 
of electricity, was inquired of by a persist- 
ent lawyer in court as to what he knew of 
electricity he replied, ‘‘I know more than you 
do, but I know nothing.’’ Possibly the last 
word has not yet been said on eléctric light- 


ing. Ninety-five per cent., at least, of all that 
has been done to insure safety has-been done 
by the underwriters, at great cost to them- 
selves, and yet their ratio of expense to pre- 
mium has beén criticised. 

I spent the best forty years of my life study- 
ing construction and the danger of fire, and 
I do not feel proud of the way I learned most 
of what I know. A child learns the danger 
of fire the same way I did. 

May I add that the rating schedule for com- 
puting fire insurance rates, approved recently 
by the Committee of the Legislature, points 
out all the faults developed by recent fires?

BROOKLYN’S ELEVATED ROADS. 








She Has Enough of Them and Wants 
No More. 


To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

I call upon the Brooklyn Boosters to raise the 
cry ‘‘ No more elevated roads for Brooklyn! ”’ 
If I am rightly informed, the B. R. T. plan 
for inter-municipal transportation proposes a 
large incrense of elevated railway trackage in 
this borough. Subways for Manhattan and ele- 
vated roads for Brooklyn spell but the perpet- 
ual inferiority and deterivration of our main 
thoroughfares. Brooklyn shculd demand noth- 
ing less than the best. The constructing com- 
pany prefers the elevated road beczuse it can be 


built cheaply. It has no other merit. It is al- 
ways a cheap and ugly structure, a curse to 
every street through which it goes, and a detri- 
ment to property values anywhere within sizht 
of it. It does not give rapid transit and never 
can, because thére are no streets wide enough 
to receive "four of those light-excluding tracks, 
Neither have we any streets so wide that ele- 
vated roads may be almost hidden therein, as 
they are in some Europeen cities. 

If any more of thete hiceous iron centipedes 
are to be permitted to crawl! around this bor- 
ough it will be just S80 much harder to trans- 
form Prooklyn at any tinre into a better city. 
We ought rather to demand that the elevated 
roads ‘which we already have shall be removed. 
If the City Governmcnt proceeds toward au 
agreement with the B. R. T. the city ought to 
stipulate for such changes in the franchise of 
the company as will eventrally insure the dcm- 
olition of the elevated structure, at least on 
Fulton Strect, where that structure has teen 
and is @ mcst unsightly extinguisher.

Model of. Municipal Building Tower, 
Sketches of Riverside Improvement, 
and Other Exhibits to be Made.

Mayor Gaynor, who is an honorary Dt- 
rector of the Municipal Art Society, has 
sent out a letter to the heads of all city 
departments asking them to co-operate 
with the society in the coming exhibition 
which will be héld at the National Arts 
Club, 119 East Nineteenth Street, from 
April 10 to April 23, inclusive. They have 
been asked to send in maps, photographs 
and such other data as will show New 
Yorkers what the city is doing in improv- 
ing tts own looks. ,The departments are 
responding with enthusiasm. 

The Board of’ Education has sent two 
large views of the new Normal College 
which is being erected on the old site, and 
views in color of the new Washington Irv- 
ing High School, for which the foundations 
are now being placed at Sixteenth Street 
and Irving Place. This building has been 
designed with the idea of making it the 
finest high school in the world. It is ex- 
pected that the entire scheme of decora- 
tion will be under the direction of the 
Municipal Art Society, ‘and the soctety 
expects to place its next annual gift in 
this school in the form of a mural decora- 
tion. 

The Bridge Department will show a 
plaster model of the tower on the new 
Municipal Building. It is one of the chief 
architectural features of the building and 
exemplifies a type of construction which 
has met with approval and has been 
used to some extent in the lower part of 
Manhattan as seen in the Singer, Liberty, 
and Metropolitan towers. 

The Dock Department is preparing an 
elaborate exhibit and will show, by means 
of ma@s, plans, and water-color drawings, 
the various problems involved in that de- 
partment, particularly the reclamation 
and development of the Riverside water 
front, This improvement consists of 
constructing a bulkhead parallel to the 
present line of the Drive and extending 
some 300 feet from the present shore line 
out into the river. This land will all be 
filled in and improved as a park, which 
will practically double the area of the 
present Riverside Drive Park. -The rail- 
road tracks will be covered over and out 
of sight. The Dock Department Will also 
illustrate the plans for the Jamaica Bay 
improvement. 

Commissioner Stover will furnish a re- 
design by Carrére & Hastings for Bryant 
Park, by which he hopes to have the 
park made more harmonious with the ar- 
chitecture of the library without disturb- 
ing any of the trees. 

The Department of Water Supply, Gas, 
and Electricity will have an exhibit deal- 
ing particularly with street lighting and 
the question of new mail boxes. There will 
be plaster models of the proposed mail 
boxes to be placed on lamp posts along 
Fifth Avenue, attractive enough to add to 
the beauty of the street and in sufficient 
quantities to prevent the usual search for 
a plate to drop a letter. Arthur Williams, 
Chairman of the Street Fixture Committee 
of the Municipal Art Society, has taken 
personal supervision of this exhibit.

RAILROAD WINS REBATE CASE 


Judge Refuses to Permit its Tariff 
Sheets to be Cited. 


LOS ANGELES, Cal., April 6.—Judge 
Wellborn, in the United States District 
Court, rendered a decision to-day in the 
case of the Government against the At- 
chison, Topeka & Santa Fé Railroad, 
charged with having given rebates to the 
Grand Cafion Lime and Cement Company 
of Nelson, Arizona, which has the effect 
of defeating the prosecution and acqulit- 
tinge the railroad. , 

The railroad attorney objected to the 
introduction of the railroad tariff sheets 
on the ground that the rate given there 
was essentially different from the rate 
cited in the indictment. Judge Wellborn 
held this view and dénied the right of the 
Government to offer the tariffs in evi- 


dence. He intimated that when the case 
was resumed next Tuesday he would in- 
struct the jury to return a verdict of nor 
guilty.

Young Australian Has Challenged

George Grav, the young Australian bil- 
liard player, has startled Great Britain by 
his marvelous playing since he recently 
arrived in London. He now challenges 
H. W. Stevenson, the present billiard 
‘champion, to play for £1,000 stake. John 
Roberts, the ex-champion, says: “I am 
prepared to back George Gray to play H. 
W. Stevenson 18,000 upon level terms 
with ivory balls for £1,000 a side, the 
match to take place at the beginning of 
next season—in or about the month of 
September next. The rules covering the 
contest are to be those in force in the 
Billiards Control Club-—-that is to say, 
that the winner takes two-thirds of the 
gate and the loser one-third.” 

The table and the place of contest are to 
be mutually agreed upon by ‘the parties. 
Mr. Roberts has deposited a sum of £100 
on account of the stakes. 

George Gray’s wonderful skill at 
billiards has been not only the admira- 
tion of all who know the game, but has 
awakened considerable interest. among 


those who do not as a rule follow billiards. 
Since he went to England from Australia 
he has frequently outstripped previous 
records, and only a short while ago he ex- 
celled himself again with an unfinished 
break of 2.196 against Harverson, whom 
he easily defeated at Holborn Hall.

His 
sang-froid is wonderful—and not for a 
singie moment is he a poseur. Hie is just 
as natural as a child. 

If he makes a th ous 
packed house shouts 
plause, he steps back 
his acknowledgments, 
neither arré organce nor 
a sincere Thank you.’ 

When he is unsuccessful he takes what 
comes his way in excellent 6pirit. He 
himself has set so high a standard of 
success that his failure, even though it be 
only comparative, is to many people 
comprehensible. No one realizes more 
keenly than George Gray the disappoint- 
ment of the crowd when he repeatedly 
fails, and excuses might easily be found 
for one 60 young if, in such cireum- 
stances, he showed some petty signs of 
annoyance. 

A close observer may sometimes note a 
slight raising of the eyebrows—expres- 
sive more of wonder than anything else— 
but of annoyance there 1s none. Occa- 
Sionally when he has failed to negotiate 
an easy middle pocket—as he sometimes 
does—he will crane over the table a lit- 
tle and for a moment gaze at the offend- 
ing spot as if to make certain that what 
should be a pocket has not been suddenly 
closed up in magic fashion. 

While he is upled with a big break 
he has eyes and ears for one thing only. 
Brilliant strokes may come and go and 
be signaled with delighted ., applause. 
George gives but the merest little nod of 
acknowledgment, and bends down to his 
work. To him there is no crowd—no any- 
thing—except a stretch of green cloth 
and a little red demon which requires all 
his atiention lest he gain the mastery. 

Gray has now been playing day after 
day without rest for more than three 
months, four hours per diem in public 
and almost as much in private, for if he 
is to maintain his wonderful form he 
must practice, practice, practice. 

That he has improved there is no doubt. 
Since he played in London last he has 
beccme quicker in execution and has im- 
proved his style. His father puts the 
measure of his improvement since leaving 
Australia at 400 in a thousand. 

For all his success, one cannot, how- 
ever, help feeling sorry for him, Like 
other lads, he would enjoy a good time, 
but for him there is little chance of 
amusement—he is the servant of the pub- 
lic, and the public is an exacting master. 

He n ay not even eat what he likes, and 
his diet is carefully selected for him. 
He may not walk either too much or too 
little, and his delicate hands must be 
subjected to no strain—otherwise the little 
red demon on the green cloth will gain 
the upper hand, and the reign of George 
Gray will be over. 


HOPPE’S $10. 000 CHALLENGE. 


Champion Bars No One — Father-in- 
Law Will Back Him for $25,000. 


Willie Hoppe, the world's champion 
billiardist, and his young bride returned 
vesterday on the White Star liner Majes- 
tic from France, where they have been 
visiting for the past six weeks. The 
champion had a very successful playing 
tour and a most enjoyable trip. 

Hoppe said that his being stopped from 
playing one of his early exhibition games 
in Paris was the result of jealousy. The 
~e e, he stated, stopped him from play- 
ng, as they said that gambling was go- 
ing on in the same building. The French 
players were not stopped, however, Hoppe 
engaged in forty-five match games dur- 
ing his sojourn in the French capital and 
won thirty-eight. Hoppe scored a grand 
total of 15,000 points and made a grand 
average of 70, a mark which, he says, has 
never been reached before. 

One of the first things Hoppe did after 
his return was to issue a challenge to 
billiardists who might care to oppose him.

ceded that he had made one of the most 
forcible speeches ever heard at a Cornell 
function relative to sports of the “uni- 
versity and had thrown new light on the 
football problem of Cornell. Among 
other things Reed said: 

‘tT have watched this class with great 
interest and admiration, an imerest .par- 
ticularly strong because of the number 
of football men you have produced. It is 
@ pleasure to know that you have in 
studies, as in athletics, distinguished 
yourselves. You have given abundant 
proof that excellence in scholarship and 
excellence in athletics go hand in hand. 

“There are a great many reasons for 
our defeat on each Thanksgiving Day. 
One is the lack of a home-and-home gaime. 
It is claimed that if we had such a sched- 
ule Cornell would win a fatr proportion of 
the games with Pennsylvania. Be that 
as it may, three things are absolutely es- 
sential to success in football. The coaches 
must have men to teach; they must have 
them for a reasonable length of time 
each day in daylight, and they must have 
the same men at the field every day. 

‘It has been the aim of the coaches to 
instill into the men the importance of 
keeping up their university work. It is 
just as necessary to keep training mental- 
ly as to keep training physically. ‘The 
record of the players this year is ample 
proof that they have kept the faith. The 
large attendance required and the charac- 
ter of the studies at Cornell make it @ 
difficult problem. But we feel that the 
Faculty will so arrange the work by next 
Fall that it will be possible for any man 
desiring to participate in the game to do 
so for a reasonable time in daylight. 

‘* Football should be reduced to a sci- 
ence, That policy has been the keynote of 
Yale’s success. t will be the keynote of 
Corneli’s success. Hundreds of graduates 
would be gliad to assist if they could. 
We propose to follow _the example of an- 
other institution; send out to our alumni 
a printed form containing every question 
we want answered. They will answer, 
and that information will be classified 
and put on record. for the benefit of 
coaches present and future. With this 
system you are beginning to build. 

“Sanford of Yale and Horton of Har- 
vard have been coaches here. but not a 
scrap of paper throwing light on their 
methods have we got. Go to Yale and 
you'll find such records. Diagranis of 
jays that worked and plays that didn’t. 
n this Way, with the records that we 
ourselves keep and with those we accu- 
mulate through this correspondencsa plan, 
we will develop a vast fund of general 
football knowledge, organizing it and re- 
ducing it to a science, and future coaches 
can follow these records.”

Famous Player Practices with 
Meadow Brooks—Mr. Stev- 
enson Thrown.

REORGANIZATION HEARINGS 





Public Service Commission Receives 
Expert Testimony of Witnesses in 
Behalf of Reorganization Committee. 





Public Service Commissioner Maltbie 
began again yesterday the hearings on 
the reorganization plan of the Metro- 
politan Street- Railway system. He re- 
ceived through engineering witnesses 
called by Charles F. Mathewson, of coun- 
sel for the Reorganization Committee, de- 
tailed estimates of values of the system 
as operated hy the receivers, These 
values exclude the Third Avenue, the 
Second Avenue, the Central Park, North 
& East River: the Twenty-eighth Street 
Crosstown, and the Fulton Street Lines, 
which have been cut out of the Met- 


ropolitan system. 

The total value given by the witnesses 
was $120,562,885. This represented the 
sum of four items: Cost of construction 
and equipment to reproduce, $84,108,586; 
development cost, $18,097,654; net invest- 
ment in superseded assets, $13,355,640; 
reorganization assets, about $0,000,000, 
These figures were obtained from 
Charles F. Uebelacker, the acting chief 
engineer of the Metropolitan system. He 
explained that they were based on the 
best evidence obtainable as to what it 
would cost to-day to purchase the ma- 


terials and to do the work.

Mr. Uebelacker testified that the item 
of $49.607,000 included the cost of incl- 
which he estimated at from 5% 
to 10 per cent. of the bare construction 
cost Mr. Mathewson asked him about 
a number of contingencies which he had 
allowed for in determining this item, 
among others: 

‘Did you ellow anything for loné- 
continued strikes? ’”’ 

‘‘No,”’ replied the witness. 

Then Commissioner Maltbie asked: 

“Did vou allow anything for earth- 
quakes? ”’

In connection with his estimate of 5 per 
cent. for engineering profits, the witness 
declared that records of the Rapid Transit 
Commission ana of the Public Service 
Commission indicated an engineering cost 
of 8 per cent. on the present Subway 
and the Fourth Avenue, Brooklyn, Sub- 
way. Commissioner Maltbie inquired if 
the witness knew what plans for other 
subwavs were covered by these records, 
and the witness replied that he did not, 
but stuck to his 5 per cent. estimate for 
the Metropolitan. The item of working 
capital, Mr. Uebslacker said. was about 
equivalent to the cash in the hands of the 
receivers on Oct. 1, 1910. 

The item of St°.355.645, representing 
“net investment in superseded property,’ 
is that taken by the Re-organization Com- 
mittee as the cost of obsolete transporta- 
tion facilities now discarded by the Metro- 
politan. The igures run back two the 
days of even before the cable systems 
were established in the early 90's, and 
the Re-organization Committee contends 
that this expense remains still a legiti- 
mate element of value subject to present 
Capitalization.

NEW WORK ORDERED 
ON HARRIMAN LINES 


Vice President Kruttschnitt Says 
It Will Begin in Many Places 
-at the Same Time. 








TO DO DOUBLE TRACKING 





Stretches of It on Southern Pacific in 
California and a Hundred Miles 
on Union Pacific. 





Plans for the double-tracking of the 
Harriman system from the Missouri River 
to the Pacific, recently authorized by the 
Directors, have been completed and prep- 
arations are under way for beginning the 
work. This announcement was made yes- 
terday by Julius Kruttsehnitt, Vice Presi- 
dent and Director of Maintenance of the 
Union and Southern Pacific Roads. 

“The work will begin at a number of 


schnitt, ‘‘One stretch will be from Be- 
nicia, Cal., near San Francisco, to Sacra- 
mento, about sixty miles. About the heavi- 
est traffic on the Southern Pacific goes 
over this piece of track. It is used by 
from forty to fifty-five trains a day. Fill- 
ing this gap will, give a double track 
from San’Francisco to Colfax. The facili- 
ties of the ferry at Benicia will also be 
doubled to accommodate the increased 
traffic.’ 

‘Another stretch will be at the end of 
the Salt Lake cut-off.. In connection with 
it there will be some changes of the line 
and reduction of grades. which will im- 
prove the train loading on the Central Pa- 
cific. We shall build a low grade line up 
the mountain and use the present high 
grade line for-the down traffic, as is often 
done in such cases. 

“The Union Pacific will be double- 
tracked from.Julesburg, Col., west about 
100 miles and from Ogden to Farmington, 


Utah. It is already double-tracked from 
Farmington to Salt Lake.” 

Orders were placed vesterday for 72.000 
tons of rai's for the Harriman lines, but 
this, Mr. Kruttschnitt explained, was for 
maintenance. The order for rails for the 
double-tracking will come some time in 


'the Summer efter the grading and other 


preliminary work has been well advanced. 
The present order is divided about equally 
between the Colorado Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany, the Lllinois Steel Company, and the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron Company, the 
two latter of which are subsidiaries of the 
United States Steel Corporation. 

Mr. Kruttschnitt said there was abso- 
lutely no foundatién for the report’ from 
Portland, Ore., that John F. Stevens, who 
recently resigned his position with the Hill 
roads, would enter the service of the Har- 
riman system. 

“The business outlook on our system is 
most encouraging,’ said Mr. Kruttschnitt, 
who has just come from the West. ‘“ The 
farmers are rich, and that means that the 
country is prosperous. They are not spend- 
ing their money very freely yet, but are 
certain to do so before long. The crop out- 
look is excellent and there are indications 
of real improvement in geenral business. 
There is reason to expect an early re- 
sumption of building activity in the near 
future. We have had some falling off in 
gross in the last few months, but that has 
been largely a result of the mild Winter, 
one of our chief items of traffic being coal. 

“We have no extensions under way 
other than those already published. The 
line from the Southern Pacific in Arizona 
across New Mexico to Durango, Col., will 
not be built at present. Its objective was 
the company’s coal field about Durango, 
which was purchased to supply coke to 
the copper smelters in Mexico. The copper 
Situation has precluded the development of 
the Mexican mines for the present. so that 
the building of this line has been deferred. 

“The general impression that the South- 
ern Pacific’s investment in Mexico was ill- 
advised is a mistake. Before the recent 
outbreak in that country traffic on the 
Southern Pacific of Mexico was increasing 
rapidly. Settlement of the western coast 
was progressing’ satisfactorily. Large 
Sugar plantations were furnishing double 
the tonnage we had expected and there 
was a rapidly growing traffic In fruits and 
vegetables. Of course this growth = has 








been interrupted, but as soon as the coun-

“The various State and Federal laws 
enacted during the past ten years,’ says 
Mr. McCrea, “‘ have added heavy burdens 
tv the annual cost of operation, and while 
many of them are intended to provide for 
safer operation, and are supposed, there- 
fore, to be in the interest of safety, it is 
becoming increasingly difficult to meet 
this burden and also adhere to the hign 
Standard of maintenance and operation 
which your company has provided for the 
public. 

‘During a recent session of the Legisla- 
ture of one of the States in which your 
lines operate, some thirty addifional laws 
were passed affecting railroads, nearly 
all of which will add, either directly or in- 
directly, to the cost of operaticn and 
some of which, while purporting to be in 

ethe interest of safety, will result in rad- 

ical and expensive changes in the char- 
acter of your equipment. without accom- 
plishing any definite results. Similar 
legislation is also being considered in 
adjoining States. 

“The recently enacted Federal legisia- 
tion which requires the changing of lad- 
ders and brakestaffs on freight cars will 
cost the freight car pool of the 
Fennsylvania system, in which your com- 
pany participates to the extent of about 
15 per cent., neariy $5,000,000 during the 
next five years, with practically no ben- 
efit whatever to the lines thus affected. 

“The State and municipal legislation 
covering the elimination of grade cross- 
{ngs has already resulted in expenditrfres 
of over $3,000,000 on the lines of your 
company, and with the present tendency 
to place a larger share of this’ expense 
on the railroads the annual expenditures 
for this item are likely to be still further 
increased in the future. 

“These various burdens, together with 
the general increase in the cost of labor 
and material, are shared in common by 
ell roads to a greater or less extent, and 
there seems to be an ill-defined idea that 
it may be possible to offset them by 
greater efficiency in other directions. Re- 
sults thus far attained in an earnest ef- 
fort to profit by the various suggestions 
are sO meagre, when compared with the 
definitely known and_ ever-increasing 
burden of expense which lies beyond con- 
trol, that it would seem unwise to buiid 
too much on hopes for relief in this di- 
rection.”’

interests here give further safeguards for 
the protection of cotton bills of lading. 
At the instance of the Liverpool commit- 
tee the sub-committee of the Bill of Lad- 
ing Committee of the American Bankers’ 
Association, of which Fred I., Kent, Vice 
President of the Bankers’ Trust Com- 
pany, is Chairman, has called a confer- 
ence to be held in New York on April 12 
to take up with the railroads the de- 
mands for protection of the foreign cotton 
firms, including many which suffered 
losses amounting in the aggregate to séev- 
eral million dollars through the operations 
of Knight, Yancey & Co. and Steele, 
Miller & Co. last year. 

All the Southeastern railroads, includ- 
ing the Southern, the Louisville & Nash- 


‘ville, the Atlantic ‘Coast Line, and many 


others have been invited to the confer- 
ence, and plans were under way yester- 
day to have the Southwestern lines also 
represented. Most of the railroads, after 
agreeing last year to the plan for the 
validation of cotton bills of lading, are 
little disposed at this time to go further. 
Some other lines are in sympathy with 
the demands made by the foreign. firms 
and are disposed to accede to them. 
The chief demand in addition to the vali- 
dating of cotton bills is that the rail- 
roads establish a central checking of- 
fice, probably here in New York City. 
This office would serve for a clearing 
house for all cotton bills against which 
drafts would be drawn on foreign bank- 
ers. It would receive direct from the 
railroads a record of all cotton bills of 
lading, and when any banker who might 
purchase a cotton bill applied to this of- 
fice an immediate check would be put on 
any irregularity in the issuance of the 
bill. In case any such irregularity was 
discovered acceptance of the bill could be 
headed off and loss through the accept- 
ance of spurious bills prevented. 

The Liverpool committee has worked 
out in detail a plan for the application of 
this safety checking system. Some bank- 
ers in New York who handle very large 
amounts of foreign exchange said yester- 
day that the plan was impracticable and 
could not possibly be carried into effect. 
On the other hand, the representatives in 
this country of the Liverpool committee 
were equally positive that, unless this or 
some other plan designed to accomplish 
the same purpose is arranged, the for- 
eign buyers of cotton and the banks on 
the other side, which accept drafts for 
them, will refuse all through bills of lad- 
ing issued by the railroads of the United 
States after Sept. 1 next. A man in a po- 
sition to speak with authority for the 
Liverpool committee said yesterday that 
the American railroads and bankers and 
cotton men here are not taking this pre- 
diction seriously, but that the European 
interests were unqualifiedly committed to 
this course. This would mean that only 
those bills would be accepted which were 
issued by steamship companies at the 
points of export. That in turn: would 
force upon American bankers the neces- 
sity of financing the movement of cotton 
to seaboard points, which financing is 
now done in large measure by the foreign 
buyers of cotton and their bankers on 
through bills of lading. 

It is admitted on al) sides that the val- 
idation plan has not been rigidly applied, 
and that even since is adoption there have 
been many variations from the standard 
agreed upon between the bankers and the 
railroads. The Liverpool committee is 
taking the position that what it is asking 
now is in effect nothing more than that 
the proper machinery be supplied to give 
full effect to the validation agreement, the 
purpose of which was to safeguard the 
buyers and handlers of cotton bills from 
loss through fraud or other irregularities. 

OMne or more of the Continental cotton as- 
sociations is interesting itself in a plan to 
present to Congress a modification of the 
proposed bill of lading law known as the 
Stevens bill. Its provisions, it was said 
vesterday, 4fe much more drastic against 
the railroads than the Stevens bill. The 
Liverpool committee, hawever, jis not in 
sympathy with this proposal and preters, 
it was said yesterday, to gain its point 
through agreement with the railroads and 
the bankers here rather than by means 
of any new law.
